Another Tea 
Party Star 
on the Rise

- Sarah Palin, the reigning 
heroine of many social con¬ 
servatives, has given few 
signals that she will make a 
presidential bid. Mike Hucka- 
bee, who won the Iowa cau¬ 
cuses in 2008 on the strength 
of his appeal to evangelicals 
and other constituencies, has 
mostly offered reasons for not 
joining the race. So into that 
space has come Rep. Michele 
Bachmann of Minnesota. 

Best known as a fiery pres¬ 
ence on cable television and 
the founder of the House Tea 
Party caucus, she is now ex¬ 
ploring whether to seek the 
Republican presidential nom¬ 
ination. And early reaction to 
her in Iowa, where she was 
born and raised, suggests not 
only that she might do it, but 
also that she could have a sub¬ 
stantial impact on the race.

2 Gadhafi sons to push Father aside

TRIPOLI, Libya - At least two sons of 
Moammar Gadhafi are proposing a resolution 
to the Libyan conflict that would entail pushing 
their father aside to make way for a transition 
to a constitutional democracy under the direc¬ 
tion of his son Seif el-Islam, a diplomat and a 
Libyan official briefed on the plan said Sunday. 
Both the rebels challenging Gadhafi and the 
American and European powers supporting 
them with airstrikes have so far insisted on a 
more radical break with his 40 years of rule. 
And it is not clear whether Gadhafi, 68, has 
signed on to the reported proposal backed by 
his sons, Seif and Saadi, although one person 
close to the sons said the father appeared will¬ 
ing to go along. But the proposal offers a new 
window into the dynamics of the Gadhafi fami¬ 
ly at a time when Gadhafi, who has seven sons, 
is relying heavily on them. Stripped of one of 
his closest confidantes by the defection of For¬ 


eign Minister Moussa Koussa and isolated by 
decades of attempted coups and internal purg¬ 
es, he is leaning on his sons as trusted aides and 
military commanders. 

The idea also touches on longstanding differ¬ 
ences among his sons. While Seif and Saadi 
have leaned toward Western style economic 
and political openings, Gadhafi’s sons Kha- 
mis and Mutuassim are considered hard-liners. 
Khamis leads a fearsome militia focused on re¬ 
pressing internal unrest. 

And Mutuassim, a national security adviser 
who also commands his own militia, has been 
considered a rival to Seif in the competition to 
succeed their father. But Saadi, who has drifted 
through careers as a professional soccer player, 
a military officer and a businessman, firmly 
backs the plan, an associate said. The two sons 
“want to move toward change for the country” 
without their father, one person close to the 
Seif and Saadi camp said Sunday, speaking on 
condition of anonymity for fear of retribution.

After a four- 
day visit to Iowa late last 
month in which Bachmann 
declared, “I’m in!” at several 
stops, it became clear that Re¬ 
publicans were taking notice. 
At a minimum, the clamor 
among some social conserva¬ 
tives for Palin to run has qui¬ 
eted as the attention surround¬ 
ing Bachmann has grown. “If 
Congresswoman Bachmann 
gets in, she has the potential 
to appeal to a lot of people 
who might have gone for Gov. 
Palin,” Gov. Terry Branstad 
of Iowa said in an interview. 
“Imagine if they both got in. 
That could make it really in¬ 
teresting.” 

Bachmann would have sub¬ 
stantial obstacles to over¬ 
come. She has already made 
some high-profile gaffes - 
including declaring late last 
month that the opening shots 
of the Revolutionary War took 
place in New Hampshire, not 
Massachusetts. □

“They have hit so many brick walls with the old guard, and if 
they have the go-ahead, they will bring the country up quickly.” 
One son, this person said, “has said many time the wishes of the 
rebellion were his own.” 

The proposals are the latest turn in a drama between Seif and his 
father that has played out for years on the stage of Libyan pub¬ 
lic life as the son has alternately pushed forward with calls for 
political reforms and then pulled back. During the recent revolt, 
he appeared to march in lockstep with his father in vowing to 
stamp out the rebels. “We are coming,” he declared to a crowd 
of supporters who chanted, “Seif el-Islam, step on the rats.” The 
proposals are also the latest sign that the Gadhafi government 
may be feeling the pressure from two weeks of allied airstrikes 
that have severely diminished the advantage in equipment of the 
Gadhafi militias. 

A senior Libyan official arrived in Athens for talks about a po¬ 
tential resolution to the conflict, the Reuters news service re¬ 
ported. And Mohamed Ismail, a top aide to Seif, is returning 
from a trip to London, where, a Libyan official said, he pre¬ 
sented the proposal for Seif to take over from his father. 
Mutuassim may be particularly resistant because of his long¬ 
standing rivalry with Seif. 

After Seif made a high-profile trip to Washington to meet with 
Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice in 2008, a WikiLeaks cable 
reported, the attention paid “exacerbated tension with his sib¬ 
lings.” 

When Mutuassim visited Washington the next year, the Ameri¬ 
can ambassador to Libya wrote, “Mutuassim’s desire to visit 
Washington this spring and his seemingly overweening focus 
on having meetings with senior U.S. government officials and

Obama likely to announce 
re-election bid next week

WASHINGTON - President Barack Obama is likely to an¬ 
nounce plans next week to run for re-election and file campaign 
papers with the Federal Election Commission as early as today 
Democratic officials said on Saturday. 

Filing with the FEC would allow Obama, a Democrat, to start 
raising money for the 2012 campaign that is expected to shatter 
records in political spending. 

Two Democratic officials said no final decision has been made 
about the timing of an announcement or filing. 

Obama is in the middle of a budget battle with congressional 
Republicans and has focused his message in recent weeks on 
reducing U.S. dependence on foreign oil and investing in inno¬ 
vation and education themes he likely will highlight in his bid 
to hold on to the White House next year. 

At the same time, Obama has been defending U.S. involvement 
in military operations in Libya. 

Republicans are pressing Democrats to make deep spending 
cuts to shrink the U.S. deficit, another issue that could play a 
crucial role in the campaign. 

The Republican field of presidential challengers is still wide 
open, however, and no one has formally announced a bid. 
Obama is expected to avoid overt campaigning while his poten¬ 
tial Republican opponents compete against each other. 

But he has started doing some fundraising events for his party in 
recent weeks. Formally announcing his candidacy would allow 
Obama to start filling his own campaign’s coffers directly, too. 
The president got a boost on Friday with a Labor Department 
report showing a slight decline in the U.S. unemployment rate 
to 8.8 percent. An improving economy is seen as critical to his 
re-election hopes. 

Opinion surveys show U.S. voters are split over Obama. A Real 
Clear Politics average of several polls showed 47.4 percent of 
Americans approving of his performance in office and 46.6 per¬ 
cent disapproving. 

Poll averages also show Obama beating potential Republican 
rivals including former Massachusetts Governor Mitt Romney, 
former Alaska Governor Sarah Palin and former Speaker of the 
House of Representatives Newt Gingrich. 

Obama, a U.S. senator from Illinois before winning the 2008 
U.S. presidential election, intends to base his re-election cam¬ 
paign out of Chicago. Obama’s former White House chief of 
staff Rahm Emanuel was elected mayor of Chicago in February 
and will take office May 16 when longtime Mayor Richard M. 
Daley retires.□

Pastor is focus of Muslim outrage

MIAMI An American 
Christian preacher who 
caused an international up¬ 
roar last year by threatening 
to bum the Koran has put 
himself back in the spotlight 
after incinerating Islam’s holy 
book again with deadly con¬ 
sequences. 

Thousands of protesters in 
northern Afghanistan, en¬ 
raged over news that the Flor¬ 
ida pastor Terry Jones had 
overseen a torching of the Ko¬ 
ran, stormed a United Nations 
compound on Friday, killing 
at least seven U.N. staff. 
Jones, a 58-year-old funda¬ 
mentalist pastor and the head 
of a small fringe church in 
Gainesville, Florida, drew 
worldwide condemnation in 
September over his plans to 
burn the Koran on the anni¬ 
versary of the September 11, 
2001, attacks. 

Several people were killed in 
protests then in Afghanistan 
and elsewhere in the Muslim 
world. 

Jones eventually canceled that 
event under intense pressure 
from the U.S. government, 
the Pope, and other global 
leaders. 

But he has remained an out¬ 
spoken critic of Islam, and 
says parts of the Koran can 
lead to violence and terrorism. 
On March 20, he presided 
over what he called an “In¬ 
ternational Judge the Koran 
Day” in which he supervised 
the burning of the book in 
front of some 50 people. 
Video posted on the website 
of his Dove World Outreach 
Center church showed a kero- 
sene-soaked book going up in 
bright flames in a metal fire pit 
similar to those often found in 
backyards and patios, but lo¬ 
cated inside the church. 

“We believe parts of the Ko¬ 
ran, if taken literally, do lead 
to violence and terrorist ac¬ 
tivities, do promote racism or 
prejudice against minorities, 
against Christians, against 
women,” he said shortly after 
the Koran burning. 

“The terrorist jihad people use 
the Koran,” he said. 

Some Muslim leaders, in¬ 
cluding Pakistani President 


Asif Ali Zardari and Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai, have 
denounced the burning and 
video. 

Gainesville Mayor Craig 
Lowe condemned the Koran 
burning and the Afghan vio¬ 
lence it had caused. 


“It’s important that the world 
and nation know that this par¬ 
ticular individual and these 
actions are not representative 
of our community,” Lowe said 
in a statement, quoted by the 
Gainesville Sun newspaper. □

Hundreds of homes evacuated 

Colorado wildfire forces evacuation 



Colorado Burning

DENVER - An out-of-control 
wildfire has charred 2,000 
acres, destroyed at least one 
house and forced the evacua¬ 
tions of 336 homes in a moun¬ 
tain canyon west of Fort Col¬ 
lins, Colorado, fire officials 
said on Sunday. 

More than 200 firefighting 
ground crews are battling the 
blaze about 65 miles north¬ 
west of Denver, Nick Chris¬ 
tensen, spokesman for Lar¬ 
imer County, Colorado told 
reporters at a mid-morning 
briefing. Wind gusts up to 90 
miles per hour in the narrow 
canyon blew the fire up from 
20 acres to 2,000 overnight as 
flames roared into two subdi¬ 
visions, prompting the early- 
morning evacuations, Chris¬ 
tensen said. “We experienced 
extreme conditions last night 
and anticipate more structure 
damage,” Christensen said. 
Reghan Cloudman, fire in¬ 
formation officer for the U.S. 
Forest Service, told AP that 


the fire is “zero percent con¬ 
tained,” and residents of a 
third neighborhood are on 
standby for evacuation should 
the fire make a run in their di¬ 
rection. Cloudman said that a 
helicopter and two air tankers 
are prepared to make water 
and fire retardant drops, but 
will not go airborne until fire 
managers assess the situation. 
“Right now public and fire¬ 
fighter safety is the primary 
focus,” she said. 

Most of Colorado is under a 
“red flag warning,” this week¬ 
end, meaning the risk for fires 


is high because of dry weather, 
low humidity and high winds. 
A series of grass fires erupted 
along Colorado’s Front Range 
on Saturday, but were all con¬ 
tained. 

The largest blaze scorched 
2,000 acres in the grasslands 
of Weld County on the high 
plains of eastern Colorado. 

A cold front moved into Colo¬ 
rado Sunday morning and Na¬ 
tional Weather Service fore¬ 
casters predict rain and snow, 
higher humidity and lighter 
winds should ease the fire 
danger. □

Year after mine blast, 
family can’t move on

NAOMA, W.Va. - Gary Quarles kneels on his living room carpet 
and unrolls the 4-foot-long map that he’s studied so many times, 
trying to understand why his son died in the Upper Big Branch 
mine. As a coal miner with 34 years underground, Quarles 
explains how things worked before the Massey Energy mine in 
Montcoal exploded a year ago Tuesday. 

He sees the pace of the longwall cutting machine, the places it 
was forced to slow down. And he sees where his 3 3-year-old 
son Gary Wayne Quarles was working with crewmates Grover 
Skeens and Joel Price, and their supervisor, Rick Lane. 

They are identified on paper as Victims 9-12. 

And they’re not where they were supposed to be. 

They were, Gary Quarles believes, running for their lives, trying 
to escape after something went wrong near the end of their 10 
1/2-hour shift. □ 


The family watched the trage¬ 
dy at around 7 p.m. local time 
Saturday night and Dansby 
was pronounced dead of head 
injuries after his fall, Jobe 
said. State inspectors imme¬ 
diately closed the ride and are 


scheduled to return Sunday to 
complete a thorough inspec¬ 
tion of the ride and park. 

“The village has pulled the 
park’s business license and 
they are not allowed to oper¬ 
ate until the park’s rides are

KANSAS CITY, Mo - Elsie 
Eiler is the most admired per¬ 
son in Monowi, Neb. She is 
also the smartest, wealthiest, 
best-looking and youngest. 
“And the oldest,” she is quick 
to add. 

When you are the only resi¬ 
dent of a community, every 
title fits. 

Eiler, 77, is the lone inhabitant 
of Monowi, a village in north¬ 
east Nebraska. That is unique, 
according to new 2010 U.S. 
Census data, which indicates 


Monowi to be the only incor¬ 
porated town, village or city 
in the country with only one 
resident. 

Monowi had two people in 
2000, the census showed, but 
the other one was Eiler’s hus¬ 
band, Rudy, and he died in 
2004. 

“We probably have the record 
by going down in population 
50 percent,” Eiler quipped. 
“I chose to stay here after my 
husband died. It’s home.” 
Eiler lives in a mobile home a 
half-block from the only busi¬ 
ness in town — the Monowi 
Tavern. This is convenient be¬ 
cause Eiler owns and operates 
the tavern. She and her hus¬ 
band bought the place in 1971 
and she is there 12 hours a day 
serving drinks and food. Eiler 
also runs the town library, a 
tiny building jammed with 
5,000 books that is dedicated 
to Rudy, a devoted reader. □ 


Child welfare second-guess jobs

NEW YORK - When child 
welfare worker Kelly Mares 
investigates an abuse case, 
she doesn’t know what’s go¬ 
ing to greet her on the other 
side of the door. A ferocious 
dog. Or a gun. Or a meth lab, 
or angry parents who lash 
out violently. She takes those 
risks willingly, she says, be¬ 
cause she believes in protect¬ 
ing the city’s most vulner¬ 
able. But she’s not willing to 
risk going to jail. After two of 
her co-workers were charged 
with criminally negligent 
homicide in the death of a 
4-year-old Brooklyn girl un¬ 
der their care, she’s rethink¬ 
ing her career. 

“I do not want to go to work 
every day afraid that I’m go¬ 
ing to be arrested for doing 
my job, and right now that’s 
how everybody feels and it’s 
really scary,” she said, her 
voice cracking. Workers at 
child welfare agencies around 
the country tell similar sto¬

ries of taxing, emotional and 
frustrating jobs that are low 
in pay and high in stress be¬ 
cause of hostile families, tight 
budgets and overburdened 
court systems. Workers juggle 
several cases, make as little 
as $28,000 a year and usu¬ 
ally bum out after a couple of 
years. In Brooklyn, an inves¬ 
tigator and supervisor for the 
New York City Administra¬ 
tion for Children’s Services 
are arguing they were too 


busy to record their work in 
the case of Marchella Pierce, 
who died after being beaten, 
dmgged and starved to 18 
pounds, about half of what a 
child her age should weigh. 
If and when they go to trial, a 
central issue will be whether 
city workers who fall down on 
the job should be held crimi¬ 
nally responsible and the out¬ 
come could set a precedent 
for how failures are handled 
in the future. □

Future lobs Won’t 
Meet Basic Needs

WASHINGTON - Future jobs will not pay enough to support a 
basic standard of living, according to a new report. 

The study shows that many new jobs will be in sectors such as 
food services and retail, which are notoriously low-paying and 
devoid of benefits. 

According to the report, a single parent with two children must 
earn about $30,000 to maintain a decent standard of living, 
whereas a household with two wage earners needs an income 
of about $68,000. 

This appears to be rather bad news indeed. But does this dark 
cloud have a silver lining? 

There are benefits to experiencing economic hardship. It forces 
one to reevaluate their priorities, to focus on what is truly im¬ 
portant in life. It affords one an opportunity to be thankful for 
what they do have. It engenders an “attitude of gratitude.” 
When faced with financial deprivation, people are forced to cut 
non-essential expenditures such as entertainment and junk food. 
This offers the potential for tremendous benefits. Spending less 
time at the multiplex allows more time to cultivate and nurture 
interpersonal relationships; cutting down on unhealthful food 
makes one, well, healthier.

WASHINGTON - Each 
Tomahawk cruise missile 
fired at Libyan targets in the 
last several days costs $1.4 
million. Given the barrage of 
missiles, it’s no surprise that 
the total cost for Tomahawks 
after the first week was nearly 
$269 million, according to the 
Pentagon. 

When you add bombers, de¬ 
stroyers and assorted other 
war machinery, Operation 
Odyssey Dawn cost taxpay¬ 
ers nearly $600 million in 
the first week; a scaled-down 
engagement will continue to 
cost as much as $100 million 
a week, experts say. Still, in a 
country as prosperous as this, 
that’s not a ruinous amount of 
money. 

But given the current mindset 
in Congress where politicians 
are proposing cuts to Head 
Start, nutritional aid to indi¬ 
gent mothers and health care 
for the poor our Libyan inter¬ 
vention does speak loudly to 
priorities. How can we afford 
to save Libyan civilians from 
the predations of Moammar 
Gadhafi if we can’t afford to 
save Americans from foreclo¬ 
sures and disease? 

Last week, President Barack 
Obama laid out a reasonable 
case for his decision to sum¬ 
mon Western allies to inter¬ 


vene in Libya, stressing the 
need to prevent a humanitar¬ 
ian crisis. He pointed out that 
Gadhafi is an iron-fisted tyrant 
who thought nothing of bring¬ 
ing in mercenaries, shelling 
cities and blocking supplies of 
food and water to citizens who 
opposed him. I get it: It was an 
emergency. 

But a slow-speed emergency 
is playing out all over this 
country, where many of the 
jobless have been forced to 
live in cheap motels, go with¬ 
out food and parcel out their 
children to relatives. If we 
can’t afford more generous as¬ 
sistance to those who cannot 
find work, how can we afford 
all those Tomahawk missiles? 


If we can’t afford to fund pub¬ 
lic health clinics, how can we 
consider paying for arms to 
Libyan rebels? 

Yet the budget debate here 
has been all but silent on the 
costs of a new war. Oh, a few 
notables have dared to ques¬ 
tion our spending priorities. 
A week ago, on NBC’s “Meet 
the Press,” the eminently sen¬ 
sible Sen. Dick Lugar, R-Ind., 
said: “It makes no sense in the 
front room, where in Congress 
we are debating seemingly ev¬ 
ery day the deficits, the debt 
ceiling situation coming up, 
the huge economic problems 
we have but in the back room 
we are spending money on a 
military situation in Libya.’Q 


It is time for a fair share US politics

At a moment when nearly 
two-thirds of US corporations 
don’t pay any federal income 
taxes, and companies are sit¬ 
ting on trillions in cash while 
refusing to hire new workers, 
the only thing we hear when 
it comes to tax reform is that 
we need to cut the corporate 
tax rate. 

You just can’t make this stuff 
up. 

Yet it’s par for the course in this 
take-no-prisoners, slashonom- 
ics budget debate, where fight¬ 
ing to protect programs that 
help people get basic needs 
like housing, healthcare and 
heat is derided, but no corpo¬ 
rate loophole is left unprotect¬ 


ed. The debate in Washington 
has almost always been out 
of touch with the realities of 
people’s lives, but that gap has 
now widened into a gulf per¬ 
haps greater than we’ve seen 
in generations. 

Yet I still have hope. 

A strong inside-outside strate¬ 
gy to reset, reboot and reframe 
the budget debate is emerging. 
The spirit, energy and outrage 
we saw in Wisconsin is be¬ 
ing sustained and nurtured in 
communities across the coun¬ 
try. Driven by progressives al¬ 
lied with the labor movement, 
people from a great range of 
backgrounds are standing up 
and delivering a message: our 
problem isn’t one of caring 
too much for working people 


and the most vulnerable and it 
won’t be solved by cutting vi¬ 
tal investments. Our problem 
is freeloading corporations 
that need to pony up their fair 
share. 

What demoralized progres¬ 
sives need to remember is 
there are allies on Capitol 
Hill showing real moxie, and 
doing what they can to offer 
real alternatives that respond 
to rising suffering, inequality 
and corporate greed, rather 
than shrink from it. 

Consider the good Senator 
from Vermont, Bernie Sand¬ 
ers. 

Always the people’s cham¬ 
pion, he’s called for closing 
corporate tax loopholes to 
raise more than $400 billion 


over a ten-year period. He’s 
also introduced legislation 
that would impose a 5.4 per¬ 
cent surtax on millionaires 
and yield up to $50 billion per 
year. In the House, Congress- 
woman Jan Schakowsky in¬ 


troduced the Fairness in Taxa¬ 
tion Act, which would create 
new tax brackets for million¬ 
aires and billionaires.

Rebels battle Gaddafi forces in oil town

BREGA, Libya - Warplanes 
flew over Brega on Sunday as 
rebels fought troops loyal to 
Muammar Gaddafi for control 
of the east Libyan oil town, 
rebel fighters said. 

Near the eastern gate of Bre¬ 
ga, a sparsely populated set¬ 
tlement spread over more than 
25 km aircraft and the thud of 
explosions and machinegun 
fire could be heard. 

Black smoke rose further west 
and hundreds of cars carry¬ 
ing volunteer rebel fighters 
streamed away from the town. 
Later, half a dozen rockets 
struck near the gate. 

Rebels waiting there held their

ground while the silhouettes 
of men and trucks could be 
seen scouting the desert far 
beyond the road.

launchers and zipped across 
the wasteland toward Brega. 
Fighting also raged between 


the university and the western 
gate near the entrance to the 
Sirte Oil Company. 

“Those planes that circled last 
night didn’t hit anything,” 
rebel fighter Osama Abdullah 
said, suggesting the absence 
of air strikes was the result of 
NATO taking command of the 
coalition forces from France, 
the United States and Britain. 
A Western coalition air strike 
killed 13 rebels late on Friday 
near Brega’s eastern gate. 

The rebel leadership called 
the bombing an unfortunate 
mistake and said air strikes 
were still needed against Gad¬ 
dafi’s better-armed units. 

A friend of Abdullah who gave 


his name as Youssef said: “We 
need weapons that can fight 
against the tanks and Grads 
that Gaddafi has.” 

Comments from rebel vol¬ 
unteer fighters near the gate 
marking Brega’s eastern limit 
suggested that better trained 
anti-Gaddafi army units con¬ 
tinue to battle government 
forces around the town’s uni¬ 
versity 15 km to the west, 
without any clear outcome. 
“Gaddafi wants Brega because 
of the oil. 

He is focusing on Brega and 
the rebels have the same idea,” 
Ahmed Mansour, an engineer 
with the Sirte Oil Company 
living in Brega, said. □

“These were suicide bombings 
and we arrested an attacker who could not completely detonate 
the explosives on his body. He was wounded,” Zahid Ali, a po¬ 
lice officer in Dera Ghazi Khan city where the blasts took place, 
told AP by telephone. Police said some 65 people were wound¬ 
ed. They said the attackers struck during an annual ceremony 
for the Sufi saint to whom the shrine is dedicated. 

“I was just a few yards away from the place where the blast hap¬ 
pened,” said witness Faisal Iqbal. “People started running out¬ 
side the shrine. Women and children were crying and scream¬ 
ing. It was like hell.

BP to resume deepwater drilling

LONDON - BP will resume 
deepwater drilling in the Gulf 
of Mexico in July, some 15 
months after the British en¬ 
ergy giant was thrown into 
crisis after a fatal oil spill in 
the region, a newspaper said 
Sunday. 

BP is said to have granted 24- 
hour access to US government 
overseers and has pledged to 
meet safety requirements that 
go beyond tougher rules im¬ 
posed after the accident, The 
Sunday Times reported. 

A source close to the company 
said: “BP is hoping to resume 
drilling in the summer once it 
shows it can satisfy applicable 
regulatory conditions, as set 
out by the US offshore regu¬ 
lator.” 

A BP spokesman contacted 


would not comment on the 
story in a phone call to AFP. 
BP will initially be allowed to 
only maintain or increase pro¬ 
duction on existing wells, rul¬ 
ing out exploration projects, 
The Sunday Times added.

Two killed, dozens hurt 
in third day of protests

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan - 
Two policemen were killed 
and more than 30 people 
wounded in the southern city 
of Kandahar on Sunday dur¬ 
ing the third day of protests 
across Afghanistan against the 
burning of a Koran by a mili¬ 
tant fundamentalist Christian 
U.S. pastor, officials said. 
Violence at earlier demonstra¬ 
tions claimed more than 20 
lives. Ten people were killed 
and more than 80 wounded in 
Kandahar on Saturday. Seven 
foreign U.N. staff and five 
Afghan protesters were killed 
on Friday after demonstrators 
overran an office in normally 
peaceful Mazar-i-Sharif city 
in the north. A senior interior 
ministry investigator said on 
Sunday the killers of the U.N. 
staff appear to have been “re¬ 
integrated” Taliban fighters 
who had formally laid down 
arms although the insurgents 
have denied any role in the at¬ 
tack. 

Over 30 people have been ar¬ 


rested, from areas as far afield 
as southern Kandahar, west¬ 
ern Herat and central Baghlan 
province, said Munir Ahmad 
Farhad, a spokesman for the 
provincial governor. 

With little sign of widespread 
anger fading, the governor 
also issued an order banning 
sermons which might “pro¬ 
voke the public.” The violence 
in Mazar began after Friday 
prayers, some of them harshly 
critical of the West. 

In Kandahar on Sunday, hun¬ 
dreds of people marched to¬ 
ward another U.N. office, 
again denouncing the actions 
of U.S. preacher Terry Jones, 
who supervised the burning of 
a Koran in front of about 50 
people at a church in Florida 
on March 20. The governor 
had promised a strong po¬ 
lice presence and it initially 
appeared the march would 
end peacefully; many of the 
morning’s demonstrators had 
drifted away before violence 
began.Q

Northern Ireland condemns 
murder of rookie policeman

OMAGH - Northern Ireland politicians expressed outrage 
Sunday over the murder of a policeman, as they insisted the 
killing would not derail the peace process. 

Catholic officer Ronan Kerr, 25, was killed Saturday by a bomb 
placed under his car outside his home in the town of Omagh, 
the scene of Northern Ireland’s worst terror atrocity. He had 
completed his training only three weeks ago. 

Responsibility for the attack has not yet been claimed. How¬ 
ever, senior politicians pointed towards dissident Catholic re¬ 
publicans who oppose the 1998 peace accords with Protestants. 
“These people have not advanced by one millimetre their 
cause,” Northern Ireland First Minister Peter Robinson told 
BBC television. 

“All they have done is united a community against them and left 
a mother and family stricken with all of the anguish that comes 
with the loss of a young son. 

“It is a despicable act, an evil act and I believe that the com¬ 
munity will unite together and I hope people will give whatever 
information they have to the PSNI.’Q

Rebel says they seek democracy

BENGHAZI, Libya - Libyan 
rebels want to install a parlia¬ 
mentary democracy in place 
of longtime ruler Moammar 
Gadhafi, one of their top lead¬ 
ers said Sunday, dismissing 
Western fears that their move¬ 
ment could be hijacked by Is¬ 
lamic extremists. 

Gadhafi’s forces, meanwhile, 
pressed on with attacks Sun¬ 
day against Misrata, the last 
key city in the western half of 
the country still largely under 
rebel control. Government 
troops besieged civilian ar¬ 
eas for around two hours with 
Grad rockets, mortar shells 
and lined a main street with 
snipers, said a doctor in the 
city. 

Abdel-Hafidh Ghoga, vice 
chairman of the National Pro¬ 
visional Council, described 
the opposition’s vision for a 
post-Gadhafi Libya in an in¬ 
terview with The Associated 
Press. 

“Libyans as a whole and I 
am one of them want a civil¬ 
ian democracy, not dictator¬ 
ship, not tribalism and not one 
based on violence or terror¬ 
ism,” he said. 

The movement has faced 
questions about its character 
and goals from many Western

nations even as they delivered 
the international airstrikes 
that have pounded Gadhafi’s 
military forces. So far, the air- 
strikes have not been enough 
to give rebel fighters the upper 
hand over Gadhafi’s superior 
troops, and Western officials 
are debating whether arming 
the rebels should be the next 
step. 

In Washington, the chairman 
of the Intelligence Committee 
in the House of Representa¬ 
tives was among several key 
lawmakers cautioning that 
the U.S. and its allies needed 
to know much more about the 
rebel forces before providing 
them with weapons. 


Mike Rogers, a Republican 
from Michigan, said on NBC 
television’s “Meet the Press” 
that there may be strains of al- 
Qaida within the rebel ranks 
and the NATO-led coalition in 
the campaign against Gadhafi 
should proceed with caution 
before arming them. 

Libya’s opposition has said 
any extremists among their 
ranks would be few in num¬ 
ber, and Gadhafi’s own pun¬ 
ishing campaigns crushed Is¬ 
lamic militants in the country 
years ago. 

British Foreign Secretary Wil¬ 
liam Hague said Sunday that 
his country would neither arm 
the rebels nor send ground 
troops to Libya. 

“We have taken no decision to 
arm the rebels, the opposition, 
the pro-democracy people 
whatever one wants to call 
them,” he told the BBC. 

A British diplomatic team ar¬ 
rived Saturday in the rebels’ 
de facto capital of Benghazi 
in eastern Libya to speak to 
members of the opposition 
council to learn more about 
their aims, British officials 
said Sunday. 

While acknowledging the im¬ 
portance of Islam in Libyan 
society, Ghoga insisted that 
“there is no place for an Is¬ 
lamic state in Libya.’Q

Mad men & women

WASHINGTON - Republi¬ 
cans hate social engineering, 
unless they’re doing it. 
Wishing they had the power 
to repeal the repeal of “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” and get back 
to the repressed “Mad Men” 
world they crave, some con¬ 
servative lawmakers grump¬ 
ily quizzed upbeat military 
brass on Friday. 

“We’re starting to try to con¬ 
form the military to a behav¬ 
ior, and I remember going 
through the military, we took 
behaviors and we formed it 
to the military,” said Rep. Al¬ 
len West of Florida, warning 
ominously (and weirdly) that 
“this could be the camel get¬ 
ting his nose under the tent.” 
The House Armed Services 
subcommittee hearing was 
led by Joe Wilson, the oh-so- 
subtle Republican congress¬ 
man from South Carolina fa¬ 
mous for yelling “You lie!” 
at President Barack Obama. 
Wilson started off the hearing 
by saying that the legislation 
to let gays stop lying while 
they risk dying was rushed 
through in an “undemocratic” 
lame-duck session. 

Two top Pentagon officials 
testified that the transition 
was going swimmingly, yet 
Republicans scoffed. Rep. 
Austin Scott of Georgia de¬ 
manded the price tag. Clifford 
Stanley, an under secretary 
of defense, replied that the 
training materials cost only 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Scott harrumphed, “If some¬ 
thing was done at DOD for 
$10,000,1 would like to know 
what it was.” He said that 
hundreds of thousands had 


been spent training a soldier 
in his district to disarm IED’s, 
but the soldier wouldn’t re¬ 
enlist because of the “social 
policy.” 

The Democrat Chellie Pin- 
gree of Maine jumped in to 
note that the cost of purging 
gays between 2004 and 2009 
was $193.3 million: “It’s not 
only unconscionable ... but 
the costs are horrendous.” 
Scott persisted in looking for 
trouble, even after Vice Adm. 
William Gortney, director of 
the joint staff, said the Penta¬ 
gon had seen no problems so 
far. 

The congressman asked the 
admiral if he had ever dis¬ 
missed anyone. Gortney said 
he had dismissed a young 
sailor who acknowledged be¬ 
ing gay after “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” first passed. 

“Did you discharge him from 
the service because he was 
gay?” Scott asked. “Or be¬ 
cause he violated the standard 
of conduct?” 

“Because he was gay,” Gort¬ 
ney said. 

“He did not violate the stan¬ 
dard of conduct before he was 
dismissed?” Scott pressed. 
“He did not,” Gortney said. 
“Well,” Scott said, once more 
at a loss, “that’s not the an¬ 
swer I thought you would 
give, to be honest with you.” 
Gortney assured him there 
were “very few cases” of 
gays’ being dismissed for vio¬ 
lating the standard of conduct. 
After the Republican rout in 
November, the story line took 
hold that because of the reces¬ 
sion and Tea Partiers’ fervent 
focus on the debt as a moral 
matter, divisive social is¬ 
sues were going on the back 
burner. But lo and behold, so¬ 
cial issues have roared back. 
Many in the Tea Party have 
joined that chain-smoking, 
cocktail-quaffing Mad Man 
John Boehner in the martini 
party to put a retro focus on 
wedge issues, from gays to 
abortion. 

Like Boehner, who com¬ 
plained that Democratic lead¬ 
ers were “snuffing out the 
America that I grew up in,” 
some Tea Partiers are jumping 
in a time machine. They can’t 
stop themselves from linking 
social issues to the budget.Q 



Is it better to save no one?

Critics from left and right are 
jumping all over President 
Barack Obama for his Libyan 
intervention, arguing that we 
don’t have an exit plan, that 
he hasn’t articulated a grand 
strategy, that our objectives 
are fuzzy, that Islamists could 
gain strength. And those crit¬ 
ics are all right. 

But let’s back up a moment 
and recognize a larger point: 
Obama and other world lead¬ 
ers did something truly ex¬ 
traordinary, wonderful and 
rare: they ordered a humani¬ 
tarian intervention that saved 
thousands of lives and that 
even Moammar Gadhafi’s 
closest aides seem to think 
will lead to his ouster. 

We were all moved by Iman 
al-Obeidi, the woman who 
burst into the reporters’ ho¬ 


tel in Tripoli with her story of 
gang-rape and torture, only to 
be dragged away by security 
goons. If we had not inter¬ 
vened in Libya, Gadhafi forces 
would have reached Benghazi 
and there might have been 
thousands of Iman al-Obeidis. 
It has been exceptionally rare 
for major powers to intervene 
militarily for predominantly 
humanitarian reasons. One 
rare example was the U.S.-led 
Kosovo campaign in 1999, 
and another was Britain’s 
dispatch of troops to Sierra 
Leone in 2000 to end the bru¬ 
tal civil war there. Both were 
successes, but came only after 
years of killings that gradu¬ 
ally built up the political will 
to do something. Critics argue 
that we are inconsistent, even 
hypocritical, in our military 
interventions. After all, we 
intervened promptly this time 
in a country with oil, while 
we have largely ignored Ivo¬ 
ry Coast and Darfur - not to 
mention Yemen, Syria and 
Bahrain. We may as well 
plead guilty. We are inconsis¬ 
tent. There’s no doubt that we 
cherry-pick our humanitar¬ 
ian interventions. But just be¬ 
cause we allowed Rwandans 
or Darfuris to be massacred, 
does it really follow that to 
be consistent we should allow 
Libyans to be massacred as 
well? Isn’t it better to incon¬ 
sistently save some lives than 
to consistently save none? 


If the Libya operation is suc¬ 
cessful, moreover, it may help 
put teeth into the emerging 
doctrine of the “responsibility 
to protect” - a landmark no¬ 
tion in international law that 
countries must intervene to 
prevent mass atrocities. And 
that might help avert the next 
Rwanda or the next Darfur. 
After the Vietnam War, many 
Americans were traumatized 
by the very idea of using mili¬ 
tary force. As a result we were 
too slow to react to genocides 
in Bosnia and Rwanda, and 
hundreds of thousands died 
as a result. Then we recovered 
our moxie - and unfortunately 
barged into Iraq. The difficul¬ 
ties of Iraq and Afghanistan 
have again made many Amer¬ 
icans - particularly on the left 
- allergic to any use of mili¬ 
tary force, even to save lives 
in a limited operation with 
very few civilian casualties, 
like the one in Libya. 

I don’t think the United States 
should arm Libyan rebels, 
partly because that would re¬ 
quire training them to use the 
weaponry, and we shouldn’t 
have military boots on the 
ground, for fear of a nation¬ 
alist backlash among Liby¬ 
ans. But we can step up the 
bombing of Libyan military 
units (arguably necessary to 
protect civilians), making 
clear to those units that unless 
they stand down, they will be 
destroyed. □

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The Unlikelys: Butler and llConn play for it all

HOUSTON - Butler coach 
Brad Stevens loves an 
underdog, whether it’s his 
team back in the Final Four 
or Connecticut making an 
unprecedented five-games- 
in-five-nights run through the 
Big East tournament. 

Wait, what? 

A Big East team as an 
underdog? The coach at tiny 
Butler cheering for big, bad 
UConn? 

Welcome to the bizarro world 
of college basketball in 2011 
— a sport where not only is 
anything possible, but where 
nothing quite makes sense. 
A sport in which the story of 
a small school from a small 
conference making a run to 
a title is no more rare than 
that of the late-season magic 
conjured by a power program 
with one of the nation’s best 


players. 

Butler and Connecticut will 
meet Monday in the national 
title game — the eighth- 
seeded Bulldogs trying to 
finish the deal after coming 
oh-so-close last season and 
the third-seeded Huskies (31- 
9), led by Kemba Walker, 
talking about shocking the 
world with their 11th straight 
victory after a regular season 
that foreshadowed none of 
this. 

“We were all rooting for 
UConn because it was a great 
story,” Stevens said, “a lot of 
fun to follow.” 

As is Butler, the team from 
a 4,500-student campus in 
Indianapolis that practices at 
Hinkle Fieldhouse, used as 
the backdrop for the classic 
movie “Hoosiers” — the 
based-on-reality melodrama 
in which tiny Hickory High 
stares down the biggest 


schools in Indiana and wins 
the state championship. On its 
second try. 

What seemed impossible 
in that movie is becoming 
more the norm, at least 
in the college game. Last 
season, Butler (28-9) came 
one desperation heave from 
toppling Duke to become the 
first true mid-major to win the 
championship.

Cancellara was the over¬ 
whelming favorite to take his 
second straight Tour of Flan¬ 
ders. 

However, with 20 kilometers

with Chavanel and allowed 
the other favorites, including 
Nuyens, to come back.

said.

Led by Walker, the 
junior guard on the verge of 
becoming the best player to 
ever put on a Huskies uniform, 
Connecticut won five games 
in five nights against Big 
East competition to win the 
postseason tournament. 


A remarkable accomplishment 
in any conference, but 
especially the Big East — the 
16-team behemoth that placed 
a record 11 teams in the 
tournament this year. Maybe 
because of the grueling nature 
of its regular season, the Big 
East wore down and had a 
terrible showing, only moving 
two teams into the second 
weekend. 

But Connecticut is still 
standing, a testament to 
Walker’s playmaking ability 
(he’s averaging 25.5 points 
during this 10-game winning 
streak) and Calhoun’s ability 
to adjust on the fly to the 
fatigue that has predictably 
set in. 

“Our code has been very 
simple: ‘The hell with it, let’s 
just go play basketball,”’

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Stacy lewis wins 
first LPGA title

RANCHO MIRAGE, Cali¬ 
fornia (AP) — Stacy Lewis 
held off defending champion 
Yani Tseng of Taiwan to win 
the Kraft Nabisco Champion¬ 
ship by three strokes on Sun¬ 
day, earning her first LPGA 
Tour title in the year’s first 
major. 

Lewis shot a 3-under 69 to 
finish at 13-under 275, rally¬ 
ing from an early two-stroke 
deficit while going head-to- 
head with the world’s top- 
ranked player. 

She punctuated a tenacious 
back nine in gusty conditions 
at Mission Hills with a 20-foot 
par putt from the fringe on the 
17th hole that broke abruptly 
to the left and dropped in, 
prompting a celebration from 
the gallery. 

“I can’t even believe it,” said 
Lewis, who overcame scolio¬ 
sis to become an elite golfer. 
“I’ve felt like I’m going to 
throw up all day. It’s awe¬ 
some. ... I just couldn’t be¬ 
lieve I made it (on the 17th 
hole). I thought I had a good 
shot from there, but I just 
tried to stay calm.” 

Lewis shared the first-round 
lead with Brittany Lincicome 
and opened a three-stroke 


lead after two rounds, but 
Tseng came back on Saturday 
with a bogey-free 66 to take 
the lead. 

Tseng lost her focus in her 
quest for her fifth title of the 
year, however, shooting a 74 
and bogeying four times in 
the final round on Sunday. 
Morgan Pressel, Katie Futcher 
and Angela Stanford finished 
nine strokes behind Lewis in 
a share of third place. 

Pressel, the 2007 Kraft Nabis¬ 
co champion, and Michelle 
Wie both faltered badly in 
their final rounds after start¬ 
ing the day within striking 
distance of Tseng and Lewis. 
Pressel shot a 76, while Wie 
had a 75 and fell to sixth place. 
After honing her swing and 
refining her approach over 
the past year, Lewis came into 
the season with high expecta¬ 
tions. She lost to Tseng after 
holding a second-round lead 
in the Australian Masters sev¬ 
en weeks ago, but she played 
far better than her Taiwanese 
opponent on Sunday. 

Lewis started out aggressive¬ 
ly, making birdies on the sec¬ 
ond and third holes. Tseng’s 
bogey on the fourth hole then 
allowed her to pull even. 
Tseng retook the lead with a 
birdie putt on the eighth hole,

but Lewis immediately pulled 
back ahead with a long birdie 
putt on the ninth before Tseng 
missed a short par putt.

Phil Mickelson wins Masters tuneup in Houston

HUMBLE, Texas (AP) — Phil 
Mickelson outdueled Scott 
Verplank on Sunday to win 
the Houston Open, his first 
victory since last year’s Mas¬ 
ters. 

The win moved Mickelson’s 
world ranking to No. 3, while 
Tiger Woods dropped to No. 
7. 

It’s the first time Mickelson 
has been ahead of Woods in 
the rankings since the week 
before Woods won the 1997 
Masters for his first major 
championship. 

Mickelson shot a 65 in the fi¬ 
nal round to finish 20-under 
par, three ahead of Verplank 
(68) and second-round leader 
Chris Kirk (67). 

Lefty is hoping he can repeat 
some history at Augusta this 
week. He’s the last player to 
win the week prior to a Mas¬ 
ters victory, capturing the 
BellSouth Classic in 2006 be¬ 
fore earning his second green 
jacket. 

The Houston Open became 
the run-up event to Augusta in 
2007. 

Mickelson won for the fifth 
straight time when he’s shot 
63 or better in at least one of 
the rounds. 

He tied the course record with 
a 63 on Saturday, his lowest 
round in two years. 

The victory has an emotional 
tug for Mickelson. 

Dr. Tom Buchholz, a radiation 
oncologist at the M.D. Ander¬ 
son Cancer Center in Houston, 
has been treating Mickelson’s 
wife and mother, Amy and 
Mary, who were both diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer in 
2009. 

Buchholz and about 30 mem¬ 


bers of his staff were in the 
gallery all weekend, and 
Mickelson gave Buchholz the 
flag from the 18th hole after 
his round. 

“Houston has become a spe¬ 
cial place for Phil and Amy,” 
Buchholz said. 

“They’re two fantastic indi¬ 
viduals, and it’s truly been a 
privilege to have become part 
of their lives. Tremendously 
meaningful to me, to be part 
of this story.” 

Last year, Mickelson was out 
of contention on Sunday and 
pulled Buchholz, a former 
caddie, out of the crowd to 
carry his bag for three holes. 
This time, Mickelson was all 
business. 

He and Verplank were in the 
final pairing, tied at 13-under 
par. 

With his sore left wrist tightly 
wrapped, the 46-year-old Ver¬ 
plank was trying to become 
the oldest winner on tour since 
Rocco Mediate won the Frys, 
com Open last October at 47. 
He took an early two-shot lead 
when Mickelson bogeyed two 
of his first three holes. 
Mickelson got rolling late in 
his front nine, running off five 
straight birdies between the 
9th and 13th holes. 

He put it out of reach with a 
birdie on the par-3 16th, drop¬ 
ping his tee shot within five 
feet. 

Verplank hit his tee shot on 16 
into the greenside bunker, and 
two-putted for bogey to slip 
three back. 

Mickelson finished with two 
pars to earn his 39th victory, 
tying Tom Watson and Cary 
Middlecoff for ninth on the 
career list. 

He won for the 21st time in 
30 tournaments when he’s led 


or shared the lead after three 
rounds. 

By the time Mickelson teed off 
Sunday, the wind was blowing 
as hard as it had all weekend, 
but there were still low scores 
possible. 

Charles Howell III played 
early and finished a 5-under 
67, just as Mickelson was 
walking to the first tee. 
Mickelson ignited a roar from 
the huge gallery on No. 1, 
chipping in from behind the 
green for birdie. 

He hit errant drives on Nos. 

2 and 3, then birdied the par-3 
seventh to start his charge. 
While Verplank and Mickel¬ 
son went back and forth, other 
challengers fell away. 

Aaron Baddeley reached 15 
under, then dunked his second 
shot in the pond on No. 11 and 
dropped a shot. 

Defending champion Antho¬ 
ny Kim got to 12 under, then 
hit his tee shot into the water 
on the 11th and took bogey. 
Kirk, a rookie who needed a 
win to qualify for Augusta, 
couldn’t catch up after a bo¬ 
gey on No. 9. 

Lefty tried to use his length 
advantage over Verplank on 
the 319-yard 12th, driving 
onto the front of the green, 66 
feet away. 

He two-putted from there for 
his fourth straight birdie and 
his 16th in 30 holes. 

Verplank three-putted the par- 

3 14th, leaving Mickelson 
alone at the top. 

Mickelson three-putted the 
par-5 15th, but then widened 
the gap for good on the 16th 
green. Brandt Jobe hit a hole- 
in-one on the 174-yard sev¬ 
enth hole, the 10th ace on tour

Study supports fixing heart valves

NEW ORLEANS - Cardiolo¬ 
gists are reporting a major ad¬ 
vance: A long-awaited study 
suggests that many people 
with a bad aortic valve, the 
heart’s main gate, can avoid 
open-heart surgery and have a 
new one placed through a tube 
in an artery instead. 

There is a downside a higher 
risk of stroke and uncertainty 
about how long these valves 
will last. Still, doctors predict¬ 


ed that if the new valve wins 
federal approval, patients 
would embrace it as they did 
balloon angioplasty, which 
has allowed millions to have 
clogged arteries fixed without 
an operation. “The fact that 
it’s not open-heart surgery 
sells itself, and the rest gets 
lost in the mix,” said Dr. Craig 
Smith, heart surgery chief at 
Columbia University and New 
York-Presbyterian Hospital. 
He led the study and gave re¬ 
sults Sunday at an American 


College of Cardiology con¬ 
ference in New Orleans. 

Dr. Michael Crawford, chair¬ 
man of the meeting and cardi¬ 
ology chief at the University 
of California, San Francisco, 
called it “a historic event” that 
would dramatically change 
practice. “As good as surgery 
is, patients just don’t want it,” 
he said. The aortic valve can 
stiffen and narrow with age, 
making the heart strain to 
push blood through it. Severe 
cases are treated with surgery 
to replace the valve, but that’s 
risky for many older people 
who have this problem. With¬ 
out an operation, half die 
within two years. 

The study tested a way to 
wedge in a new valve with¬ 
out surgery. Dr. Edward Mc¬ 
Nulty, a cardiologist at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco, explained how 
it works: Through an artery 
in the groin or the chest, “a 
new heart valve is literally 
crimped on a balloon and ad¬ 
vanced across the narrowed, 
older, diseased heart valve.Q 


Five new genes linked to Alzheimer’s 


PARIS - Scientists said Sunday they had un¬ 
covered five genes linked to the onset of Al¬ 
zheimer’s disease, doubling the number of ge¬ 
netic variants known to favor the commonest 
form of dementia. 

The findings, published in the journal Nature 
Genetics, may provide clues on the causes of 
this incurable and complex disease and help 
doctors predict who is most at risk, they said. 

In the largest such studies to date, some 300 
scientists in two consortia combed the genomes 
of 54,000 people some afflicted, others not to 
tease out the newly identified genetic varia¬ 
tions. 

The two projects started out independently but 
later swapped their data, enabling each group 
to confirm the overall findings. 

“Prior to these studies, there were five accepted 
late-onset genes,” said Gerard Schellenberg, a 
researcher at the University of Pennsylvania 
School of Medicine and the main architect of 
one of the studies. 


“Now there are five more MS4A, ABCA7, 
CD33, EPHA1 and CD2AP,” he said in an 
email exchange. 

Identifying which snippets of DNA contribute 
to Alzheimer’s boosts our understanding of the 
role of inheritance in its onset, Schellenberg 
said, adding that others surely remained to be 
found. 

But, he added, “the biggest contribution will be 
in helping to understand the underlying mecha¬ 
nism that causes Alzheimer’s. These genes 
highlight new pathways that are critical to the 
disease process.” 

Over the course of the illness, unwanted pro¬ 
teins form plaque in some areas of the brain, 
ultimately destroying neurons and leading to ir¬ 
reversible brain damage. Typically, symptoms 
include memory loss, erratic behaviour and 
eventually full-on dementia. 

The ultimate aim, said Schellenberg, is creat¬ 
ing drugs that can stop or even prevent this 
progression. □

Research Warns of 

Overase of powerful 
class of antibiotics 


WASHINGTON - The use of a powerful class of antibiotics 
called carbapenems has increased dramatically in the United 
States over the past five years, a new study shows. 

The increased use of these drugs widely regarded as the last 
option for treating severe infections caused by multidrug- 
resistant bacteria is cause for concern because carbapenem- 
resistant bacteria are becoming more common, the researchers 
said. 

Overuse of carbapenem drugs could lead to the reduction of 
their effectiveness against tough-to-treat infections. 

For this study, the researchers analyzed antibiotic use in 110 
VA facilities from 2005 to 2009. They found a gradual rise in 
overall antibiotic use, but major increases in the use of certain 
types of antibiotics: carbapenems; intravenous vancomycin; 
and combinations of penicillin with beta-lactamase-inhibitors. 
The investigators also found that fluoroquinolones were the most 
frequently used class across all the VA facilities, accounting for 
20 percent of all antibiotic use. 

The study was to be presented Sunday at the Society for 
Healthcare Epidemiology of America (SHEA) annual meeting, 
in Dallas. “Use of these antibiotics helps the patient receiving the 
treatment, but has future consequences for innocent bystanders. 
The more these drugs are used, the more resistance we see,” 
study author Dr. Makoto Jones said in a society news release. 
“In this era of multidrug-resistant organisms, clinicians are 
placed in a difficult situation,” Dr. Steven Gordon, SHEA 
president, said in the news release. “As treatment outcomes 
of many bacterial infections are influenced by the timing 
of appropriate therapy, the increasing presence of resistant 
organisms triggers broader use of these powerful antibiotics 
for proven or suspected infections when treating patients in 
the hospital.” Gordon added that doctors “must always put 
the patient first in treatment decisions but we must empower 
effective antibiotic stewardship programs, infection prevention 
and control efforts, the development of new diagnostic testing 
to facilitate better treatment decisions as well as support 
development of new antibiotics.”□

Fredrik Hallstan, a spokes¬ 
man for the Stockholm-based 
group, said lawsuits were 
filed in Britain, Germany and 
Italy on Friday, after several 
attempts to get the Chinese 
telecom equipment maker 
to sign a patent licensing 
agreement had failed. “This 
has been going on for many 
years,” Hallstan said, declin¬ 
ing to give any details on the 
total sum demanded in the 
lawsuits or exactly how many 
patents are concerned. “This 
is a last resort.

BEIJING (AP) — A year af¬ 
ter a public spat with Beijing 
over censorship, Google Inc. 
says its business with Chinese 
advertisers is growing even 
as the Internet giant’s share 
of online searches in China 
plunges. 

A major Chinese portal an¬ 
nounced last week it would no 
longer use Google for search, 
compounding its rapid loss of 
market share since March last 
year when it closed its local 
search engine. The future of a 
Google map service that is a 
key part of its remaining ap¬ 
peal in China is in doubt. 
Google’s main presence in 
China has become its adver¬ 


tising sales offices, an unusual 
situation for a company that 
dominates the Internet else¬ 
where. 

Google risked being com¬ 
pletely shut out of China af¬ 
ter it angered Beijing by an¬ 
nouncing last January it no 
longer wanted to comply with 
Web censorship. It dodged 
that fate but without a flag¬ 
ship local online presence, 
analysts say Google will fall 
further behind local industry 
leader Baidu Inc. as a search 
provider, while the contro¬ 
versy makes it hard to line 
up Chinese partners for other 
ventures. 

“Chinese companies will 
think twice before they can 
have any kind of relationship 


with Google,” said Edward 
Yu, president of Analysys In¬ 
ternational, a research firm in 
Beijing. 

Google, based in Mountain 
View, California, says it sees 
its biggest opportunities in 
China in selling advertising on 
behalf of local websites or to 
companies that want to reach 
customers abroad through its 


global sites. 

Google was allowed to keep 
advertising sales offices in 
China. Beijing had an incen¬ 
tive to let those stay, because 
they benefit local websites 
and advertisers. 

“Google’s revenue in China 
has grown year-on-year,” said 
a company spokeswoman, 
Jessica Powell, in an e-mail. 
“Our business in China is do¬ 
ing well. We have hundreds 
of partners — large and small 
— who we continue to work 
with.” Yet its public relation¬ 
ship with Beijing is chilly. 
After Chinese authorities 
stepped up Web censorship 
following pro-democracy 
protests in the Middle East, 
Google said last month the 
government was obstructing 
access to its Gmail e-mail ser¬ 
vice and trying to make the 
blockage look like a technical 
problem. The government de¬ 
nied the accusation. 

This week, the government 
newspaper Economic Daily 
said three Google units that 
deal with research and devel¬ 
opment, customer support and 
advertising were under inves¬ 
tigation for possible tax of¬ 
fenses. State media played up 
the report and one newspaper 
called the company “Brother 
Trouble,” a play on its Chi¬ 
nese name. Google said in a 
statement, “We believe we 
are, and always have been, in 
full compliance with Chinese 
tax law.” Mainland users can 
reach Google’s Chinese-lan- 
guage site in Hong Kong, a 
self-governing Chinese terri¬ 
tory without Web censorship. 
That comes with a big draw¬ 
back: Beijing’s filters can 
make access sluggish, reduc¬ 
ing the site’s appeal in China, 
which has more than 450 mil¬ 
lion people online.□ 


Activists call for renewable 
energy at U.N. meeting

BANGKOK (AP) — Citing the nuclear disaster in Fukushima, 
environmental activists at a U.N. meeting Sunday urged bolder 
steps to tap renewable energy so the world doesn’t have to 
choose between the dangers of nuclear power and the ravages 
of climate change. 

The call came at the opening of the six-day meeting aimed at 
implementing resolutions tabled at the U.N. Climate Change 
Conference in Cancun, Mexico, in December. 

Seniorofflcials from governments and international organizations 
will already be playing some catch-up as deadlines — including 
one for the formation of a multibillion fund to help developing 
nations obtain clean-energy technology — have been missed 
along a roadmap leading to another climate summit at the end 
of the year in Durban, South Africa. 

Before the Bangkok meeting, the U.N.’s top climate change 
official warned that a very significant global effort would be 
required to keep temperatures from rising more than 2 degrees 
Celsius (3.8 F) above preindustrial levels — an agreement 
reached in Cancun between 193 countries, most of which are 
represented here. 

Pledges to reduce emissions made by countries so far equal 
only 60 percent of what scientists say is required by 2020 to 
stay below the two-degrees threshold, Christiana Figueres said. 
“We did the easy thing at Cancun and left the difficult ones for 
Durban. And the politics are getting more difficult this year than 
last,” said Artur Runge-Metzger, a European Union climate 
change official, pointing to efforts by Republicans to block 
some of President Barack Obama’s efforts to reduce emissions. 
“We need to see big strides forward before we get to Durban. 
We have to speed up the pace of work,” Runge-Metzger said. 
One of the issues taken up in Bangkok will be the formation 
of the Green Climate Fund, which is to aid developing nations 
obtain clean-energy technology. Governments have agreed to 
mobilize $100 billion a year, starting in 2020, but a “transition 
committee” to design the fund, which was to have been formed 
last month, is still being discussed along with exactly how the

money will be raised. 

Technology committees and other institutions to implement 
resolutions are still on negotiating tables, and it was unclear 
how much the delegates could accomplish in Bangkok. 

The World Wide Fund for Nature said the Bangkok talks needed 
to build on the “fragile compromise” at Cancun and “boost the 
overall ambition levels of the talks if we are to avert the worst 
consequences of climate change.” 

Greenpeace, another non-governmental organization, said 
that in light of the Japan disaster, governments represented 
in Bangkok were obliged to speed up changes in their energy 
sectors and promote green technologies. 

“The world does not have to choose between climate disasters 
and disasters caused by dangerous energy like nuclear. We 
can choose a safe future where our societies are powered by 
renewable energy,” it said. As the conference began, activists 
from Asian and African countries began a weeklong protest 
outside the United Nations building, carrying an effigy of Uncle 
Sam to symbolize the role of the industrialized world in climate 
change. They said rich nations owed a huge climate debt to be 
repaid to developing ones by funding and technology transfer. 
The global effort to avert climate change began with a 1992 
U.N. treaty, when the world’s nations promised to do their best 
to rein in carbon dioxide and other heat-trapping gases emitted 
by industry, transportation and agriculture.□

WASHINGTON (AP) The 
No. 2 official at the U.S. Ag¬ 
riculture Department recently 
got a real-life lesson in the 
loose definition of the trendi- 
est word in groceries: “local.” 
Walking into her neighbor¬ 
hood grocery store in Wash¬ 
ington, Kathleen Merrigan 
saw a beautiful display of 
plump strawberries and a 
sign that said they were local 
produce. But the package it¬ 
self said they were grown in 
California, well over 2,000 
miles away. 

The popularity of locally 
grown food — which many 
assume means the food is 
fresher, made with fewer 
chemicals and grown by 
smaller, less corporate farms 
— has led to an explosion in 
the use of the word “local” in 
food marketing. 

It’s the latest big thing after 
the surge in food marketed as 
“organic,” another subject of 
continuing labeling contro¬ 
versy. 

But what does local mean? 
Lacking common agree¬ 
ment, sellers capitalizing on 
the trend occasionally try to 
fudge the largely unregulated 
term. Some grocery stores 
may define local as within a 
large group of states, while 
consumers might think it 
means right in their home¬ 
town. 

“It’s a sales gimmick,” says 
Allen Swann, a Maryland 
farmer who became frustrat¬ 
ed when he realized a nearby 
grocery chain was selling 
peaches and corn from New 
York and New Jersey as lo¬ 
cal produce. “They are using 
the word local because of the 
economic advantage of using 
the word local.” 

A federal definition is unlike¬ 
ly because of the diversity of 
crops and growing regions 
around the country. A set dis¬ 


tance or definition that works 
for one state or one crop may 
not make sense for others. 
But some states have taken a 
crack at it. 

Vermont defines “local” as 
grown within the state or 
within 30 miles of where it is 
sold. Massachusetts has simi¬ 
lar restrictions for the word 
“native.” And numerous other 
states have made it easier for 
local farmers to advertise that 
their food was produced in¬ 
state. 

Maryland recently proposed 
a new rule that would require 
retailers to disclose what state 
a food is from if they adver¬ 


tise it as locally grown. Mary¬ 
land Agriculture Secretary 
Earl “Buddy” Hance says the 
state settled on that approach 
so consumers could be the 
ones to decide what they think 
is local. 

“We were concerned that 
when a consumer went into 
a store and saw that they 
were buying ‘local’ corn they 
thought they were supporting 
Maryland farmers, and that 
wasn’t always the case,” he 
says. 

The U.S. Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment has found that there is 
no generally accepted defini¬ 
tion of local food. With few 


regulations, retailers have dif¬ 
ferent standards. 

Whole Foods Market says a 
food cannot be labeled as lo¬ 
cal unless it traveled to the 
store in seven or fewer hours 
by car or truck. Wal-Mart la¬ 
bels produce as local if it is 
from the same state where it 
is sold. 

Other supermarket chains de¬ 
fine local as within regions 
that can encompass four or 
five states. Many retailers just 
leave it up to individual store 
managers. 

The Agriculture Department 
says consumer preferences for 
locally grown food can mean 


more jobs and profits for local 
farmers and higher produce 
sales in stores. The depart¬ 
ment estimates that locally 
grown foods will generate $7 
billion in sales this year, up 
from $5 billion in 2007. 

The department’s Merrigan 
says the local movement has 
bigger challenges than label¬ 
ing, such as bringing enough 
infrastructure to rural areas 
and widening distribution net¬ 
works as consumers demand 
more locally grown food. 

And they will continue to de¬ 
mand it, says Melissa Abbott, 
director of culinary insights at 
The Hartman Group, a Seat¬ 
tle-based consumer research 
group. She says the compa¬ 
ny’s surveys show that con¬ 
sumer preferences for local 
foods have surmounted pref¬ 
erences for organic foods, and 
they will want food grown 
closer and closer to home as 
the trend continues. 

“The idea of local is very 
beautiful to people,” she says. 
“In the consumer’s mind it 
represents a simpler, more 
gentler time.” 

The produce and retail indus¬ 
tries see tremendous opportu¬ 
nities in the trend. 

Ray Gilmer of the United 
Fresh Produce Association 
says the local label is gener¬ 
ating the same enthusiasm as 
the organic movement, be¬ 
cause consumers are learning 
more about what they buy. 
Many stores have rearranged 
their purchasing and distri¬ 
bution networks to buy food 
closer to home. Others who 
can’t bring in local produce 
will instead post a picture of 
the farmer or the name of the 
farm to help consumers feel 
more connected, Gilmer said. 
“You can tell a story associ¬ 
ated with a tomato, and that’s 
a new conversation with the 
consumer,” he says. “Players 
big and small are trying to fig¬ 
ure out how to do that.’Q

Why a jump in share buy¬ 
backs is net a bullish sign

NEW YORK - Companies are 
gobbling up their own shares 
this year. Should you join in 
the buying spree? 

For stock investors, there is 
seemingly no better bullish 
sign. After all, the corporate 
executives behind the deci¬ 
sion to buy presumably have a 
good idea whether their com¬ 
pany will prosper. If they’re 
buying, the thinking goes, the 
shares must be going up. Ex¬ 
cept they often do not — and 
may not now. 

“Companies have been pret¬ 
ty poor at timing purchas¬ 
es,” says Robert Leiphart 
of Birinyi Associates, a re¬ 
search firm that has studied 
buybacks. Gregory Milano, 
the CEO of consultancy For- 
tuna Advisors, is more blunt: 
“We’re in the middle of a buy¬ 
back bubble.” 

Since the start of the year, U.S. 
companies have announced 
plans to buy back $150 bil¬ 
lion of their own stock, a 38 
percent jump from last year, 
according to Birinyi. 

The buying fever has swept 
across industries. Tech gi¬ 
ant Intel Corp. plans to buy 
$10 billion more of its stock. 
Drug-maker Pfizer Inc. says it 
will buy $5 billion this year. 
Home Depot Inc. says it will 
buy $1 billion worth now, 
more than a quarter of what it 
generated in profits last year. 
The last time companies were 
so hot on their own stock was 

2007, which points to the 
problem: That was right be¬ 
fore the market began a long, 
painful drop to a 12-year low. 
Contrary to popular belief, 
companies often buy high, not 
low — and ordinary investors 
are the worse off for it. In a 
study last year, Fortuna’s Mi¬ 
lano compared stock returns 
of 1,000 large non-financial 
companies broken down by 
buyback activity. Shares of the 
250 companies that spent the 
most on buybacks lost 3 per¬ 
cent over five years through 

2008. By contrast, shares of 
the 250 companies that spent 
the least on buybacks gained 
28 percent.

Milano says many compa¬ 
nies that don’t buy stock use 
their money instead to build 
factories or buy equipment or 
invest in R&D, and that often 
leads to more profits and a 
higher stock price. 
Unfortunately, companies not 
only tend to buy too much 
stock at the wrong time, they 
tend to buy too little when the 
time is right. 

Two months after stocks hit 
their peak in 2007, the econo¬ 
my fell into its deepest reces¬ 
sion since the 1930s. Stocks 
eventually hit a low in March 
2009. 

It was a perfect opportunity 
for companies to make up for 
their earlier ill-timed purchas¬ 
es with some well-timed ones. 
They got tightfisted instead. 
Birinyi’s Leiphart notes that 
many companies were under¬ 
standably scared that a de¬ 
pression loomed, and so some 
pullback in repurchases was 
prudent. In the event, buy¬ 
backs fell in 2009 to a fifth 
of what they were at the bull 
market high. 

Home Depot followed the 
general pattern. After pouring 
$10.8 billion into its stock in 
2007, it bought just $213 mil¬ 
lion in 2009 — or 2 percent 
as much, according to Birinyi. 
Its stock hit a low of $18 that 
year, half its price two years 
earlier. 

Now its stock is rising and it’s 


buying again along with plen¬ 
ty of others. But is repurchas¬ 
ing stock wise now that prices 
nearly doubled in two years? 
For its part, Home Depot 
says it is “disciplined and 
balanced” in allocating capi¬ 
tal. It also notes its buybacks 
over the past eight years have 
averaged $36 a share, below 
the closing price Friday of 
$37.56. 

The appeal of buybacks is that 
they make earnings per share 
rise. Consider a company 
that generates $100 in profit 
a year and has issued 100 
shares. The owner of a single 
share theoretically has claim 
to $1 of those profits ($100 
divided by 100 shares). If the 
company buys half those 100 
shares back, that investor’s 
cut of profits doubles to $2 
even if overall profits don’t 
change ($100 divided by 50 
shares). Another reason to re¬ 
purchase shares is to compen¬ 
sate for stock options used to 
pay employees. Because they 
increase the share count, com¬ 
panies issuing options must 
repurchase just to keep per 
share profits from falling. 

But even if companies get the 
timing right, buybacks can 
hurt investors. That’s because 
it takes money away from bet¬ 
ter uses.

Academics to dissect Bob Dylan

By KILEY ARMSTRONG 
Associated Press 
NEW YORK - More than 
three decades have passed 
since Bob Dylan brought the 
plight of boxer Rubin “Hur¬ 
ricane” Carter into the public 
consciousness: “Criminals 

in their coats and their ties 
are free to drink martinis and 
watch the sun rise while Ru¬ 
bin sits like Buddha in a 10- 
foot cell, an innocent man in 
a living hell.” Dylan champi¬ 
oned the case of Carter, a for¬ 
mer middleweight boxer con¬ 
victed twice of a 1966 triple 
murder. And in the end, Cart¬ 
er was freed after 19 years in 
prison; a federal judge found 
that the conviction was taint¬ 
ed by racial bias and that Cart¬ 
er and his co-defendant were 
denied their civil rights. 

Now, academics from around 
the country will examine the 
implications of that song and 
others during “Bob Dylan and 
the Law,” a conference pre¬ 
sented by Fordham Universi¬ 
ty’s law and ethics center and 
Touro Law School. 

“We basically said to people 
who write and think about 
the law and who also happen

to like Dylan’s music, 'find a 
way to put them together; tell 
us how Dylan relates to your 
academic work or your think¬ 
ing,”’ said Fordham professor 
Bruce Green, one of the orga¬ 
nizers. An academic session 
on Tuesday follows a night 
public panel discussion at 
Fordham in Manhattan. 


“We think it’s important once 
in a while to have fun, and 
to free the scholarly imagi¬ 
nation,” Green said. “Good 
scholarship and good teach¬ 
ing require it. It’s a lens 
through which to look at the 
relationship between law, so¬ 
ciety and culture. We hope it 
leads some scholars to think 
things they haven’t thought 
before.” Green has been a 
Dylan fan since high school. 
“My parents couldn’t stand 
it they liked Frank Sinatra. 
They thought Dylan was just 
whining, and that listening 
to him was a waste of time,” 
he wryly noted. “Now I am 
vindicated. I can say that, all 
along, I was setting the stage 
for future scholarship.” An¬ 
other conversation topic at the 
conference will be “The Lone¬ 
some Death of Hattie Car- 
roll.” In 1963, tobacco farmer 
William D. Zantzinger was 
convicted of manslaughter 
and sentenced to six months in 
jail plus a $500 fine for killing 
Hattie Carroll, a barmaid at a 
society charity dance.□

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Engineers pin hepes on polymer to stop nuke leak

TOKYO (AP) — Engineers 
pinned their hopes on 
chemicals, sawdust and 
shredded newspaper to stop 
highly radioactive water 
pouring into the ocean from 
Japan’s tsunami-ravaged 
nuclear plant Sunday as 
officials said it will take 
several months to bring the 
crisis under control, the first 
time they have provided a 
timetable. 

Concrete already failed to 
stop the tainted water spewing 
from a crack in a maintenance 
pit, and the new mixture did 
not appear to be working 
either, but engineers said they 
were not abandoning it. 

The Fukushima Da-ichi plant 
has been leaking radioactivity 
since the March 11 tsunami 
carved a path of destruction 
along Japan’s northeastern 
coast, killing as many as 


25,000 people and knocking 
out key cooling systems that 
kept it from overheating. 
People living within 12 miles 
of the plant have been forced 
to abandon their homes. 

The government said Sunday 
it will be several months 
before the radiation stops and 
permanent cooling systems 
are restored. 

Even after that happens, there 
will be years of work ahead to 
clean up the area around the 
complex and figure out what 
to do with it. 

“It would take a few months 
until we finally get things 
under control and have a 
better idea about the future,” 
said Nuclear and Industrial 
Safety Agency spokesman 
Hidehiko Nishiyama. “We’ll 
face a crucial turning point 
within the next few months, 
but that is not the end.” 

His agency said the timetable 
is based on the first step, 
pumping radioactive water 


into tanks, being completed 
quickly and the second, 
restoring cooling systems, 
being done within a matter of 
weeks or months. 

Every day brings some 
new problem at the plant, 
where workers have often 
been forced to retreat from 
repair efforts because of high 
radiation levels. On Sunday, 
plant operator Tokyo Electric 
Power Co. announced it 
had found the bodies of two 
workers missing since the 
tsunami. 

Radiation, debris and 


explosions kept workers from 
finding them until Wednesday, 
and then the announcement 
was delayed several days out 
of respect for their families. 
TEPCO officials said they 
believed the workers ran 
down to a basement to 
check equipment after the 
magnitude-9.0 earthquake 
that preceded the tsunami. 
They were there when the 
massive wave swept over the 
plant. 

“It pains us to have lost these 
two young workers who were 
trying to protect the power 


plant amid the earthquake and 
tsunami,” TEPCO Chairman 
Tsunehisa Katsumata said in a 
statement. 

On Saturday, workers 
discovered an 8-inch crack in 
a maintenance pit at the plant 
and said they believe water 
from it may be the source of 
some of the high levels of 
radioactive iodine that have 
been found in the ocean for 
more than a week. 

This is the first time they 
have found radioactive water 
leaking directly into the sea. 
A picture released by TEPCO 
shows water shooting some 
distance away from a wall 
and splashing into the ocean, 
though the amount is not 
clear. No other cracks have 
been found. 

The radioactive water 
dissipates quickly in the 
ocean but could be dangerous 
to workers at the plant. 
Engineers tried to seal the 
crack with concrete Saturday, 
but that effort failed.Q

ECUADOR (AP) - La mayor organizacion indigena del 
Ecuador acordo el domingo tras una asamblea con 3.500 
integrantes rechazar la consulta popular planteada por el 
Ejecutivo y elegir un nuevo lider que tiene una postura mas 
radical contra el gobierno del presidente Rafael Correa. 


Reunidos desde hace 10 dias 
en el IV congreso realizado en 
una poblacion amazonica, los 
dirigentes eligieron a Hum¬ 
berto Cholango como nuevo 
presidente de la Confeder- 
acion de Nacionalidades In- 
digenas del Ecuador (Conaie) 
en sustitucion de Marlon San- 
ti, que ocupo el cargo durante 
tres anos. 

Al comienzo de la gestion de 
Correa, la Conaie le expreso 
su apoyo e incluso le entrega- 
ron un baston de mando que 
distingue a las autoridades 
indigenas; sin embargo, la 
position expresada por la 
Conaie en la resolution em- 
anada de este ultimo congreso 
es critica al gobiemo y anun- 
cia acciones de protesta.

Cierran temporalmente aeropuertos por humo 


HONDURAS (AP) - Las op- 
eraciones en tres de los cuatro 
aeropuertos internacionales 
de Honduras han sido inter- 
rumpidas temporalmente 
durante la ultima semana a 
causa del humo causado por 
incendios forestales que dete- 
riora la visibilidad, informa- 
ron el domingo autoridades. 
“La situation provoca tem- 
peraturas de hasta 40 grados 
centigrados y genera un calor

orologo del servicio nacional 
Oscar Zelaya.
